Juvenile  justice  group  to  hear  known  experts 

Of  major  concern  to  many  Montanans  has  been  the  inadequacy  of  the  State's  juvenile  justice 
laws.  In  answer  to  this  concern  Governor  Forrest  H.  Anderson  recently  created  a  ten-member 
Juvenile  Justice  Advisory  Council  to  review  existing  laws  and  make  specific  recommendations 
to   the    1973   Legislature. 
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This    Council    is   attempting   to   draft   a   unified  youth    code  which  will    be    in   accord  with    the 
United  States    Constitution   standards,    and  will    cover  various    juvenile  matters    in   addition 
to   delinquency   and    dependent    (neglected)    children.      Juvenile    law   experts    from 
Colorado  and  New  Mexico  have   addressed   the  Council    explaining    recent   program  (&& 

changes    in    their  states,    and  offering   criticism  and  suggestions    to  ■%  *£*& 

Montana.  The  Council  is  eager  to  have  the  people  of  Montana  channel 
their  own  individual  ideas  and  concerns  to  the  Council  for  consider- 
ation. 

The  Montana  Advisory   Council    on   Children   and  Youth    (MACCY)    members    in 

the   Glendive-Sidney  Area  are  presently   planning  a  workshop   to  be 

held  at    the   December    1    -   3  meeting  of  MACCY    in   Lewis  town.

People's  life  style  and  livllhood  will  be  affected.  The  population  of  Montana 
^  could^ double.  Could  people  be  thrown  off  their  ranches?  -  Mineral  owners  can 
••     at   this    time,   condemn  private    land  against   the  surface  owner's  wishes,   for 

strip  mining  because  mining   is   now  considered  as   a  public  use.      Indian  people 

will    be  affected  since  much  of  their  productive   and  historically    important    land 

is    underlaid  by   coal    deposits. 

Dorothy  would   like  to  see  a   five-year  moratorium  on  all    future   contracts   until    there's 
adequate    insurance   that   the    land  will    not   be   destroyed;    until   we  can    find   alternative 
energy  sources;    until   we   can    lower   the   consumption  of  energy;    until   we   can   adequately 
Plan   for  whatever  development   does    take  place;   and   until    the  agricultural    livlihood 
ot  Montana  people  will    not   be    ruined  by   a   temporary  boom-bust   mining  development.

Kindergartens   '73  Coalition  Formed 


On  September  28,  eighteen  persons  met  in 
Helena  and  formed  Kindergartens  '73,  a 
coalition  to  work  for  legislation. 

MACCY  was  represented  by  Rick  Davenport, 
Lyle  Monroe  and  Gerry  Fenn.   Jim  Pippard 
who  is  a  MACCY  associate,  participated 
as  Director  of  the  State  4-C's  Project. 

Lyle  distributed  the  Kindergarten  bumper 
stickers  which  he  had  made  at  a  recent 
MACCY  meeting. 

Another  coalition  meeting  was  held 
November  17  to  firm  up  plans  and  activities 
and  to  encourage  the  formation  of  local 
Kindergarten  '73  groups. 
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MACCY  members    continue   to  wrestle  with   many 
ideas    related   to  how  kindergartens    can    con- 
tribute  to   the  total    growth   and  enrichment 
of  pre-school    children.      Some   comments   have 
been : 

"Parents    need  education   as    to  what's 
worth    it   and  what    isn't    in    child- 
hood education."

Many  people  when  confronted  with  the  idea 
that  film  strip  making  is  relatively  easy 
and    inexpensive   usually  answer  with,   "I'm 

not  a  professional   photographer."     At   a  workshop  held  at   the   recent   Chico  MACCY  meeting,   Rev. 

James   Forbes   began   to  dispel    such  apprehension  with,   "So   if   I    can  do   i t ,  you  can   do   it!" 

Participants   found  that  by    learning   to  do   their  own   developing,    it  would  be  possible  to 
produce  black  and  white  film  strips   for  as    little  as   50*   a  piece.      Various   methods    to  make 
both  black  and  white  and  color  film  strips  were   discussed. 

One  of  the  main   things   to   remember   in  organizing   the   film  strip    is    to  "keep  your  sights 
on    the   target."      Include  only    those  pictures  which  will    enhance   the   topic  being  covered. 
Other  tips  were:      make   the  story   flow  and  move;      capture  your  audience's   attention; 
bring   the  pictures    to   life;     appeal    to  emotions,   drives   and  senses;     have   comedy   relief. 

Film  strips   can  be  very  valuable   to   those  who  wish   to  dramatize  an    idea,  or  to   create 
WkUc  awareness   of  anything   from  a   need    in    the   community    to  a  strip    to  encourage  young
